DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed 19 November 2008 has been entered. Claims 1 and 12 have 
been amended. Claims 1-9, 11-18 and 20 are still pending in this application, with claims 1 and 
12 being independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9, 1 1-18 and 20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 12, the prior art of record does not teach either alone 
or in combination all of the claimed limitations. Particularly, the prior art fails to teach, in a 
method, in response to detecting a failure of a landline connection, invoking a WW AN 
connection between the enterprise network and the packet-switched network to allow continued 
passage of the packet-based signaling between the enterprise network and the call server to set 
up calls between the enterprise telephone stations while preventing all but certain designated 
calls extending from the enterprise network and through the WWAN connection. 

Schmidt discloses a lifeline backup system, where customer premises equipment is 
connected to a broadband network via a landline connection, as well as a wireless network via a 
wireless air interface for backup purposes in case the landline connection fails. However, 
Schmidt fails to teach maintaining the ability to communicate between the customer premises 
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equipment using a call server located on the packet switched network. Stamp teaches of an IP 
Centrex system, where a network gateway sits outside of the enterprise network. However, the 
network gateway does not maintain a connection with the enterprise network for handling the 
signaling for calls between the enterprise telephone stations. Neither reference teaches the 
ability for the external call server to restrict outside calling from the enterprise network over the 
WW AN connection. Therefore, for these reasons, the prior art fails to disclose all of the claimed 
limitations of independent claims 1 and 12. Claims 2-9, 11-18 and 20 are allowed for the same 
reason.
